on  the  campus.  Each  floor  of  40,000  square  feet  will  contain 
more  space  than  the  entire  present  Heber  J.  Grant  Library. 

We  believe  a building  of  this  size  is  necessary,”  said 
Pr^ident  Wilkinson,  “Because  of  our  fast  growing  student 
body,  our  msistence  on  higher  standards  of  academic  achieve- 
ment, and  because  the  library  is  the  very  heart  of  a university.”
